frighten'd by a Thunderbolt which killed his Companiot 
and Fellow Student as they were walking together, he im 
mediately became an Auguſtine Munk, which very much 
grieve his Father When he had commenced Dr. of Divine 
y he ſoon publiſhed his Explication of the Pſalms, Roman 
Galatians, aud began to Catechiſe the People. Some time ail 
ter» he publiſhed 95, Propoſitions againſi the Indulgence 
of the Pope, and requeſied the Arcnbiſhop of Menez tha 
inſteadof them, he would order the Goſpel to be Preached 
. Lutber. was Summon'd to appear at Rome before the Pop 
bur declined it becauſe of the Danger; and finding no 
ther remedy, appealed to General Council.
